Cleverly Captured at Spadra, 
Charges of Attempting to Intimi- 
date Witnesses in Winery Raid Case 
Will Be Preferred Against Them. 
Halloween Celebrated at Pomona. 


POMONA, Oct. 31.—Frank Sandoz, 
Peter Tisnerat and Eugene Dietrich 
were arraigned before Justice Barnes 
this morning on a charge of disturbing 
the peace. They were brought from 
Spadra by Constable Slanker last 
evening. They pleaded not guilty and 


were held in $1000 bonds each, pending 


trial Wednesday. 

Although primarily arrested for dis- 
turbing the peace, the more serious 
charge of attempting to intimidate 
witnesses will be preferred. 

A short time ago the Sandoz winery, 
southeast of here and over the San 
Bernardino line, was raided and the 
proprietor arrested for selling liquor 
unlawfully. In preparing for the trial 
two young men named Henry Scanlon, 
son of M. Scanion of Spadra, and Har- 
ley Pickens, son of George Pickens of 
Chino, who are employed on the Steele 
and Green Sapa west of Spadra, were 
summoned to appear as witnesses. Day 
before yesterday Frank Sandoz, son of 
Henry Sandoz, proprietor of the winery 
raided; Peter Tisnerat, son of E. Tis- 
nerat, who also has a winery, and 
Eugene Dietrich, who was at one time 
a restaurant cook here, appeared at 
the Green ranch, sought out Pickens 
and Scanion and, it is alleged, tried to 
browbeat th into signing an agree- 
ment to leave Los Angeles, San Der- 
nardino and Riverside countiés inside 
of thirty days and remain away for at 
least six months. Pickens was beaten 
over the head, but he would not accede 
to the demands, but Stanlon was made 
to sign the paper.

Annual Report of Duarte-Monrovia 
Fruit Exchange Contains Inter- 
esting Statistics. 


port of the Duarte-Monrovia Fruit 
Exchange, just issued, shows that 
members received $176,000 net for their 
eitrus orchard product of 1908. The 
statements of this association deal only 
with the crop maturing within the pre- 
ceding twelvemonth and do not, as is 
often the case elsewhere, Include the 
last Valencia shipments of the previous 
year, and the first shipments of the 
same variety in the current year. 
net return per box, therefore, may be 
considered a fair average of receipt 
for the Southern California citrus ¢rop 
of 1998. Total shipments for the year 
were 329 cars, of which 50 were Valen- 
clas. Navels constituted 69 per cent., 
Valencias 16 per cent., seedlings & per 
cent., other varieties 7 r cent. The 
average net amount pald growers per 
box for all grades and varieties except 
Valencias was $1.15. The average net 
return per box for all grades of Va- 
lencias was $2.85. The percentage of 
decay in early varieties was but 1.14 
per cent. as compared with 4.54 per 
cent. in 1907. In Valencias there was 
practically no decay. Of fifty cara 
shipped, forty-three were reported 
sound by eastern agents. The cause of 
the reduction in decay en transit ts 
due to improved methods, especially in 
dealing with Kale pests, and the 
greater care in handling.

Then, again, there is the ever- 
present feature of sub-irrigation, which 
makes surface irrigation quite en 
necessary after the second ofr third 
year of an orchard, vineyard, or alfalfa 
plot. The sub-surface fon is present 
everywhere within from twelve to 
twenty-five feet, and the roots of the 
plants and trees soon reach this flow, 
and are then insured against drought. 
Continued cultivation induces capillary 
action, and causes this sub-surface 
moisture to rise. Water cost is almost 
immaterial, compared with similar cost 
in other portions of the State. 

Dairying and alfalfa growing. én ac- 
count of abundant water supply, is 
a feature of Kings county.
